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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 10-31-2005, which has been 
entered. Claims 10-19 are currently pending. 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 and 19 are objected to because of the following informalities: In 
claim 1, line 3, "suf ro" should be -for-. In claim 19, lines 3, "drive chain" should 
be -drive train- and in line 5, "chair" should be -chain- Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

3. Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Brambilla (5,364,316). Brambilla discloses an agricultural machine comprising a 
drive shaft (1) for inherently coupling to a PTO of a tractor, the machine further 
comprising a drive train (4) that is integrated with a continuously variable 
transmission (24-29). 

In claims 11-12 not the clutch (16). 
1 . Claims 1 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Trott et al. (4,196,859). Trott et al. discloses an apparatus for coupling to a 
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PTO (28) of a tractor comprising an agricultural machine (10) having a drive train 
that is integrated continuously variable transmission (4/38). 
In claims 11-12, note the clutch (48). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 3-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Brambilla in view of McColl (4,699,259). Brambilla does not disclose either 
the clutch or the CVT is hydraulically operated and a pump for delivering 
hydraulic pressure to the clutch or CVT. McColl discloses a hydraulic system 
such that a clutch (10) and a CVT (12) are hydraulically operated. It is well 
known to replace mechanical system with hydraulic system in order to reduce the 
number of moving parts so as to reduce friction in the system, to increase the 
accuracy of the operation and to make the system more energy efficient. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention to modify the system of Brambilla so that it is hydraulically 
operated in view of McColl in order to reduce the number f moving parts in the 
system, to increase the accuracy of the operation and to make the system more 
energy efficient. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 16-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lee (4,157,877) and van der Lely (4,535,859) disclose a 
tractor connected to an agricultural machine. JP (2001-260931) discloses a 
hydraulic circuitry of an agricultural machine.

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 10-15 and 1 8 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
